Edmonton, September 30, 1930. 


The Members, with the exception of the Hon. Member for 
Lacombe, having been duly sworn in by His Honour the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, and having subscribed to the Roll containing 
the Oath on this date, took their seats. 
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His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to 
inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of the 
summoning of the present Legislature of this Province until a 
Speaker of this Assembly shall have been chosen according to 
law; but today at the hour of 3:30 o’clock His Honour will de- 
clare the causes of the calling of this Legislature.”’ 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
Assembly. 


The Premier, The Honourable J. E. Brownlee, addressing the 
Clerk, nominated George Norman Johnston, Member for the 
Electoral Division of Coronation, to take the chair of this 
Assembly as Speaker, seconded by the Honourable V. W. Smith. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had an- 
other name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being pro- 
posed the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “that George 
Norman Johnston is duly appointed Speaker of this Legislative 
Assembly according to law.” 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by his Mover and Seconder, and, standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour con- 
ferred upon him in the following speech: 


“Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


“T beg to return my humble acknowledgments to the Assem- 
bly for the honour you have been pleased to confer on me by 
electing me again as your Speaker. 

_ “My first desire will be that I may continue to enjoy your 
friendship and your confidence.” 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed on 
the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. — 


Mr. Webster, Mr. Duggan, Mr. White and Mr. Moyer offered 
the newly-elected Speaker their heartiest congratulations and 
expressed their best wishes for his success in the conduct of the 
affairs of the Legislature. 


His Honour returned to the Assembly and took his seat on 
the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
again elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to 
fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the perform- 
ance of those duties I should at any time fall into error I pray 
that the fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, 
whose servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable 
them to discharge their duty to their King and Country, hereby 
claim all their undoubted rights and privileges, especially that 
they may have freedom of speech in their debates and access to

your person at all seasonable times; and that their proceedings 
may receive from you the most favourable construction.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“IT am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attach- 
ment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government 
and not doubting that their proceedings will be conducted with 
wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions 
will recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 

“T am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly shall 
have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions and 
all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will con- 
stantly receive from him the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I welcome you to the First Session of the Seventh Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Alberta, and assure you of the sat- 
isfaction I have in being associated with you in the important 
duties upon which you are about to enter. 


It was with deep sorrow and regret that we learned of 
the death of the Princess Royal, sister of our beloved Sovereign, 
King George the Fifth. I would voice the sincere sympathy 
of all our people for His Majesty in his bereavement. 


The sudden and unexpected passing of Colonel C. Y. Weav- 
er, D.S.O., V.D., K.C., member-elect for the City of Edmonton, 
has caused widespread regret. He was an able and devoted 
servant of the public and his many excellent qualities had won 
for him a high place in the public regard. His loss will be 
keenly felt by the Members of the House as well as by the 
people of the Province. 


The recent appointment of His Excellency Lord Willingdon 
to the high office of Viceroy of India will involve the early 
termination of his office as Governor-General of our Dominion. 
During his stay in Canada, His Excellency won the esteem 
and affection of the people of the Province, and I am sure 
they join with me in wishing him success in the difficult and 
responsible position to which he has been called. 


In entering upon your duties this Session, your attention 
will be directed immediately to the various problems confront- 
ing my Government as a result of the general economic and 
industrial depression through which the Province, in common 
with other parts of Canada and the world, is now passing. 
The low level of prices prevailing for agricultural products, 
together with crop failures in parts of the Province and the 
consequent curtailment of business and industry, have resulted 
in extensive unemployment and distress. My Government has 
_ made every effort to alleviate these conditions and will place 
before you for your consideration, the various measures that 
have been taken.

There will be submitted to you for ratification the agree- 
ments which have been completed with the Government of 
Canada and the urban and rural authorities providing for 
expenditures for public works and other means of relief. You 
will be asked to make provision for the extension of the work 
of the Debt Adjustment Bureau, and to consider legislation 
for the consolidation of arrears of taxes, and the extension of 
time for the payment thereof. 


The agreement between the Government of Canada and 
this Province for the transfer to the Province of its natural 
resources as approved at the last Session of this Assembly, 
was duly ratified by the Parliament of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and became effective on 
the First day of October, 1930. Since that time these resources 
have been controlled by the Province and it is gratifying to 
note that many economies in the cost of administration have 
already been effected. You will have placed before you legis- 
lation to provide for the administration of the resources, and 
the consideration of this legislation will involve determining 
a number of policies with respect to the disposition of lands, 
mines and water resources. 


During the past year my Government caused an exhaustive 
investigation to be made into the affairs of the Lethbridge 
Northern and other Irrigation Districts through a Commission. 
The report of this Commission will be placed before you and 
you will be asked to consider legislation with reference there- 
to. 


Excellent progress was made during the past year in the 
Provincial Highways programme authorized at the last 
Session. As part of the plan to provide as much public work 
as possible in view of existing conditions, my Government 
decided last fall to extend the season’s work on Provincial 
Highways, and at the same time to increase the amount of 
construction work on district roads by a system of loans and 
grants to Municipal Districts. The prosecution of this work 
was facilitated by favourable weather conditions throughout 
the fall and winter. While the appropriations for highway 
construction and for grants to Municipal Districts for road 
purposes, as authorized at the last Session, have been con- 
siderably exceeded, my Ministers feel that the relief afforded 
as well as the encouragement given to highway and road con- 
struction, has justified the action taken. 


The unusually mild weather that has so far prevailed this 
winter has resulted in very materially reducing the demand 
for, and therefore the production of, coal throughout the 
Province. It is evident that this industry must meet increasing 
competition from sources both within and without the Prov- 
ince. This competition and the increasing amount of unem- 
ployment among the mine-workers will be the subject of care- 
ful consideration and attention by my Ministers, particularly 
in view of the more extensive control and authority resulting 
from the transfer to the Province of the natural resources. 


It is gratifying to note that the oil and gas production of 
the Province shows a steady increase, and it is anticipated 
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that a very substantial amount of development work in this 
industry will be proceeded with during the present year. 


At a time when the agricultural industry is faced with 
the serious problems arising out of such unusually low prices 
for farm products, it is very gratifying to recall the unusual 
successes that have attended the various exhibitors of both 
grain and live stock products at the Toronto Royal Show and 
the Chicago International Show. The awards won by our 
various exhibitors were not only greater than in any previous 
year, but constitute a record not equalled by any other Prov- 
ince of Canada or State of the Union in the history of the two 
Shows and should encourage us in believing that agriculture 
in this Province, from whatever standpoint it may be tested, 
is well able to compete in the world market with other agricul- 
tural countries. 


My Government has continued to give the most careful 
consideration to all measures calculated to promote and stabi- 
lize agriculture. Increasing emphasis is being directed towards 
practical instruction through experienced agriculturists; the 
result of scientific investigation of soil conditions throughout 
the Province is now available and every encouragement is 
being given to more diversified farming methods. 


My Government has ever before it the Health needs of the 
Province and is endeavouring to maintain its Health services 
at a high level of efficiency notwithstanding the necessity for 
curtailing capital expenditures. A preliminary survey of the 
Provincial situation with respect to hospital services has been 
undertaken, and an effort is being made to effect a more equit- 
able distribution of hospital facilities as well as to work out 
a system for the utilization of available space in various hospi- 
tals to take care of tubercular patients. 


The problem of education has had the close attention of 
my Ministers and you will be asked to consider a revision of 
The School Act and The School Assessment Act. The Tax and 
Rate Collection Act, passed at the 1929 Session of the Legis- 
lature, has been duly proclaimed, and all Rural Schools in 
Municipal Districts have now been brought within the scope 
of the Act, with the result that the problem of keeping open 
our rural schools, which at one time threatened to be a serious 
one, has been largely met. 


There will be submitted to you the report of the Provincial 
Auditor on the operations of the various Co-operative Credit 
Associations, together with the recommendations of the Super- 
visor of Co-operative Credits, and you will be asked to con- 
sider certain amendments to The Co-operative Credits Act for 
the purpose of strengthening the administration of this activity. 


My Government will also place before you information 
with regard to the guarantee given by the Province in con- 
junction with the Provinces of Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
to the Canadian Co-operative Wheat Producers, Limited. 


_ A number of measures will be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance, and for the purpose of

amending certain existing Statutes. The Annual Reports of the 
various Departments of the Government will be submitted to 
the House in due course. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year and the Esti- 
mates of Expenditure for the coming fiscal year will be sub- 
mitted for your consideration. In the preparation of the 
Estimates my Ministers have had regard to the difficult times 
through which we are passing, and the consequent need for 
the strictest economy. There is need, however, of a viewpoint 
* looking beyond the present state of affairs. With the favour- 
able position which this Province enjoys, with respect either 
to opportunities for development or the ability to produce our 
native products, economic conditions must improve. My Min- 
isters have, therefore, in completing the Estimates of Expendi- 
ture, had regard to the probable economic lines prevailing over 
a period of years, rather than those of the present abnormal 
time. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full 
confidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and 
responsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare and 
progress of the Province. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 
work. 


_ His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
Assembly.

On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Brownlee, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Hoadley: 

Ordered, That the Speech of His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor to this Assembly be taken into consideration on Fri- 
day (tomorrow). 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Brownlee, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. McPherson: 
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Ordered, That the Votes and Proceedings of this Assembly 
be printed, having first been perused by Mr. Speaker, and 
that he do appoint the printing thereof, and that no person 
but such as he shall appoint do presume to print the same. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Brownlee, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Baker: 


Ordered, That the Select Standing Committees of this As- 
sembly for the present Session be appointed for the following 
purposes:

Which said several Committees shall severally be em- 
powered to examine and enquire into all such matters and 
things as shall be referred to them by the Assembly and to 
report from time to time their observations and opinions there- 
on with power to send for persons, papers and records.

The course in Physical Training in the Normal Schools 
is that authorized by the British Board of Education, 
based on the Board’s text entitled “A Syllabus of Physical 
Training for Schools.” The Alberta curriculum in Physi- 
cal Education is based on the same outline. The training 
given the student teachers is designed to accomplish 
three purposes: (a) to keep the students in good physical 
condition; (b) to give proficiency in the actual exercises 
which they will be later called upon to teach in their 
schools; (c) to indicate the best methods for teaching 
the authorized course.

The Public Health Nurses engaged to inspect school chil- 
dren in school districts which made application for the 
services of the Travelling Clinic made inspections of 8,487 
children, parents being advised to have those found with 
conditions requiring attention given the necessary treat- 
ment. 3,329 children were given general physical exam- 
inations by the physicians on the Clinic staff. 3,451 chil- 
dren were given careful dental examination by the dentists 
on the staff of the Clinic.

On account of the 
outbreak of Infantile Paralysis in certain central and 
southern districts on the itinerary of the Travelling Clinic 
as first planned, it became necessary to stop further work 
in these districts. The Clinic staff having been engaged 
and the Clinic equipped for the season’s work, and realiz- 
ing the need for the service in the more outlying districts 
of the north, a change was made in the itinerary the last 
week in August, the Clinic spending the rest of the season 
in the North Country, visiting Fort Vermilion, Notikewin, 
Grimshaw, Whitelaw, Spirit River, Valhalla, and Beaver- 
lodge. This change greatly increased the operating ex- 
penses of the Clinic on account of the distances to be cov- 
ered and correspondingly decreased the revenue because 
of the greater time involved in covering the points visited. 
On account of many of these districts being new districts, 
the percentage of collections was low.

ince, and further, that the said Commission be instructed to 
examine the existing methods of voting under the provisions of 
The Election Act of Alberta with a view to recommending such 
changes as are considered necessary in order to provide a 
uniform system of voting throughout the Province.

The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


Mr. Claypool from the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
Colonization, Immigration and Education presented the follow- 
ing report: 

The Standing Committee on Agriculture, Colonization, Im- 
migration and Education begs to report as follows: 

This Committee has over a period of several weeks heard 
evidence of representatives of both creditor and debtor interests 
in the Province with regard to practically all aspects of the 
agricultural credit situation in the Province; 

The Committee recommends that The Debt Adjustment Act 
be amended in the following particulars: 

(a) To give the Director power to file a certificate anywhere 

in the Province. 

(b) To provide that such last mentioned power may be 
exercised upon the application of any person bona fide 
engaged in farming operations in the Province, rather 
than as at present only upon the application of any 
person with an interest in a growing crop. 

(c) To provide that all the assets of the applicant farmer, 
including crop, live stock, machinery and other chattels, 
be brought within the jurisdiction of the Director. 


The Committee further recommends that The Fraudulent 
Preferences Act be amended by extending the period of attack 
from sixty days to twelve months. 

The Committee further recommends that provision be made 
for the appointment of an official to act as the representative of 
a Retail Merchant at meetings of his creditors. 


_ The Committee is of the opinion that excessive rates of 
interest are being charged in Western Canada. 
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The Committee is of the opinion that in the matter of taking 
undue and unnecessary security from farmers for current 
financing the banks in Western Canada are not giving farmer 
borrowers the consideration adequate for the proper financing 
of their ordinary operations. 

Furthermore the Committee has examined, and considers un- 
necessarily harsh and extremely unreasonable, a certain form of 
land mortgage which has been filed with the Committee as 
typical of the kind of land mortgage demanded by the banks in 
Western Canada of their farmer borrowers. 

Having heard the evidence of representatives of various 
finance corporations, the Committee is not satisfied that excessive 
and probably illegal rates of interest are not being charged by 
these corporations in connection with the purchase of auto- 
mobiles and trucks, under the cloak of so-called finance charges. 

Furthermore the Committee regrets that the one finance 
corporation requested to submit a detailed analysis of its finance 
charge in a specific transaction referred to, did not supply this 
information to the Committee. 


The Committee, through witness, have investigated the pos- 
sibilities of alcohol as a substitute for motor fuel. We find that 
at the present time we cannot recommend it as an economic 
competitor, but that there are certain possibilities in this field 
which warrant further research. 

In connection with the price of gasoline we feel that our 
investigation has shown that there is a considerable disparity 
between cost of gas at wells in Turner Valley and the price to 
the consumer. 

We think the evidence produced shows need for a regulating 
force. We are of the opinion that the Bill presented by the 
Government is a step in the right direction and we recommend 
a further study of this problem by the Government. 

The result of the investigation on the evidence submitted by 
various witnesses on Production and Marketing might be sum- 
marized as follows: 


1. There has been extensive publicity during recent months 
with respect to encouraging the farmer to turn towards diversi- 
fied farming. 

2. The result of this encouragement, and the prevailing 
abnormal price for wheat, have already resulted in a marked 
visible increase in the production of live stock and live stock 
products in Western Canada, especially swine and dairy 
products. 

3. All witnesses predicted a large surplus of swine, poultry 
and dairy products in Western Canada during the current year. 

4. Witnesses expressed the opinion that prices to the farmers 
for the above farm products would reach very low levels before 
the end of the year, which is already evidenced in the rapid 
decline in hog prices during recent weeks. 

5. Those engaged in the processing of livestock products 
gave evidence to show that their business was not to any great 
extent affected by the prices paid to farmers for live stock 
products. For example, the earnings of Packing Plants would 
vary little over a period of years whether the price of hogs was 
5exsperib. or 12c¢ per lb. 
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6. All witnesses testified to the desirability of finding ways 
and means of stabilizing prices of farm products in Canada. 

7. Witnesses in general indicated the desirability of every 
effort being taken to develop an export trade with Great Britain 
in live stock, poultry and dairy products. 


8. When questioned, most witnesses agreed that prices on 
farm products consumed in Canada should be based on Can- 
adian conditions and not set by World price levels governing 
exportable surpluses. 

9. Evidence was submitted to show that some form of an 
Agricultural Stabilization Board supported by Federal Legisla- 
tion should be set up to take care of export surpluses in a manner 
that would maintain Canadian farm products on profitable price 
levels. | 

RECOM MENDATIONS. 


In view of the evidence submitted and the fact that unem- 
ployment will continue in Canada until the purchasing power of 
those engaged in Agriculture is stabilized on a higher basis than 
pre eta prevails at the present time, this Committee recom- 
mends: 


1. That every effort be made by the Alberta Provincial Gov- 
ernment to take such measures as will assist in guiding produc- 
tion toward market requirements and in reducing the costs of 
producing, processing and marketing Alberta farm products. 

2. That the Alberta Provincial Government in co-operation 
with the Provincial Governments of other Provinces and the 
Federal Government of Canada should do all in its power to 
secure the creation of an Agricultural Stabilization Board for 
the purpose of developing export markets, supervising our 
export trade in farm products and creating a system that will 
stabilize prices for farm products consumed in Canada.
